some local assessment. It wu only for one pur- 
pose which ihe Council did aporove, ind not 
for the purpose* of police ind education, which 
the Council fell it would be utterly impossible 
to carry out. If then might be lorae simi- 
larity tn form in the conatitutirm of these 
trust, to that of District Council., and they 
did propose to carry out one purpose for which 
District Councils wore instituted, he thought 
instead of opposing the Bill the Oovernmenl 
ought to bt grateful that the Council should be 
disposed to concede so much.
